1. (Currently Amended) A recording arrangement having 
comprising : 

receiving means for receiving reception information including 
program information and, in at l e ast on e a receiving channel, 
picture information and/or sound information of a television 
prograraj_T — and having 

detection means for the detection of the received program 
information, which characterizes ^fefee— start times and end times of 
television programs that can be received in the receiving channels- 
chann e ls -? — and having 

recording means, which are adapted to record the picture 
information and/or the sound information received in the receiving 
cliannel on a record carrier from a recording start time till a 
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recording end tiine ; and ^r — and having 

recording control means which, when a user of the recording 
arrangement has defined the recording start time and the receiving 
channel for a recording, are adapted to propose to the user the 
recording end time determined by the detection means as th e 
r e cording e nd tim e for the recording of the television program that 
can be received in the receiving channel, 

2 . (Currently Amended) The recording arrangement as claimed in 
claim 1, in which the recording control means, when a^ the user of 
the recording arrangement has defined a current time as the 
recording start time and the receiving channel currently selected 
for a— the recording at the receiving means, are adapted to propose 
the recording end time d ete rmined b y th e d e t e ction m e ans as th e 
recording e nd tim e for the recording of the television program 
received in the receiving channel currently selected at the 
rece iving means . 

3. (Currently Amended) The recording arrangement as claimed in 
c - laim 2 claim 1 , in which the recording control means are adapted 
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to propose ^fe^te— to the user a further recording end time of a 
further television program which directly follows the television 
program received in the selected receiving channel at the recording 
start time-p^ — which end - tim e hag be e n determined by th e d e t e ction 
m eans, — a s th e re co r ding e nd— ti - ort e of a r e cording if the recording 
start time and ^fe-he — a program end time of the television program 
received at the recording start time do not yield at least a 
minimvim recording length of the recording. 

4. (Currently Amended) The recording arrangement as claimed in 
claim 1/ which - includes further comprising change means adapted to 
change the proposed recording end time in accordance with selection 
information entered by the user of the recording arrangement. 

5. (Currently Amended) The recording arrangement as claimed in 
claim 1, - in which - where in the detection means are adapted to detect 
an electronic program guide contained in the reception information. 

6. (Currently Amended) The recording arrangement as claimed in 
claim 1, in which wherein the receiving means are adapted to 
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receive the program information from the Internet. 

7. (Currently Amended) The recording arrangement as claimed in 
claim 2 claim 1 , which - includes further comprising intermediate 
sr:orage means for recording in a continually overwriting fashion 
the picture information and/or the sound information of tfee- a last 
received television program la s- t^r -s c Q iv e d in the se l e cted receiving 
channel during an intermediate storage time_r^ and in which wherein 
the recording control means are adapted to assign the last received 
television program recorded in the intermediate storage means 
t e l e vi s ion s ignal of th e b e ginning of a t e l e vision program r e cord e d 
in th e intermediate storage means during the intermediate storage 
time to the-t e l e vi s ion s ignal of th e a current television program 
currently being recorded during th e r e cording tim e^ if the 
recording start time does not correspond to fe^^e— a start time of the 
cur r en t televisi on program. 

8. (Currently Amended) A recording method comprising the acts: 
receiving reception information including program information 

and, in at l e ast on e a receiving channel, picture information 
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and/or sound information of a television programj^-, — and 
detecting the received program information, which 
characterizes th e start times and end times of television programs 
that can be received in the receivin g chann e ls channel , and 

recording the picture information and/or the sound information 
received in the receiving channel on a record carrier from a 
recording start time till a recording end time^ and 

proposing to the user the recording end time determined by th e 
detection mean s — as the recording end time for th e r e cording of a 
t e l e vision program that can b e r e c e iv e d in th e receiving chann e l 
from the received program information when a user of a recording 
arrang e m e nt that — carri e s out th e - r e cording m e thod, hag d e fined 
defines the recording start time and th e receiving channel for the 
r e cording . 



9. (Currently Amended) The recording method as claimed in 
claim &, further comprising the act of: 

proposing to the user the recording end time determined by th e 
det e ction m e an s — as — the recording end time — for a recording of — t^he 
t e l e vision program r e c e iv e d in th e curr e ntly sel e ct e d r e c e iving 
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charm e 1 when a^ the user of th e r e cording arrang e m e nt - that carries 
out th e m e thod has defined defines a current time as the recording 
start time and th e r e ceiving channel curr e ntly sel e cted for the 
recording . 

10. (Currently Amended) The recording method as claimed in 
claim 8, further comprising the act of: 

proposing th e d e t 6 ct: e d e nd to the user a further recording end 
time of a further television program which directly follows the 
television program received in the se r l - ec - ted -receiving channel at 
the recording start time ^ows — th e r e cording e nd tim e of a r e cording 
if the recording start time and -fee — a program end time of the 
television program received at the recording start time do not 
yield at least a minimum recording length of the recording. 

11. (Currently Amended) The recording method as claimed in 
claim 8, further comprising the acts of: 

recording in a continually overwriting fashion the picture 
information and/or the sound information of th e t e l e vigion program 
a_last received television program in the s elected receiving 
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channel during an intermediate storage time, and 

assigning the tele - vis ion- s ignal of th e b e ginning of a 
t e l e vicion program r e cord e d during th ^ — interm e di-at e storage- - time to 
the television s ignal of th e last received television program 
recorded during the recording time to a current television program 
currently being recorded , if the recording start time (ABZ) — does 
not correspond to -fefe^— a start time of the current television 
program . 

12 . {Currently Amended) A recording system comprising: 

a receiver configured to receive program information including 
at least one of receiving channels, start times and end times of 
programs ; and 

a controller configured to propose to the user an end time of 
a program in response to selection of a receiving channel of said 
receiving channels and a start time of said start times for 
recording said program. 

13 - (Previously Presented) The recording system of claim 12, 
wherein said controller is further configured to propose a further 
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end time of a further program that follows a current program when a 
difference between a current time and a current end time of said 
current program is below a predetermined threshold. 

14. (Previously Presented) The recording system of claim 12, 
wherein said controller is further configured to continually record 
programs for storage in a first memory, and store a selected 
program in a second memory starting from a beginning of said 
selected program already stored in said first meruory when a 
recording start time of said selected program does not correspond 
to a starting time of said selected program. 
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
